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FOREWORD 

#  object  of  this  work  is  to  show  the 
various  lines  running  back  to  the  earliest 
colonial  days  of  New  England,  which  have 
converged  and  come  together  in  the  person  of 
John  Russell  Haynes,  and  also  to  give  briefly 
a  description  of  all  the  descendants  of  John 
Russell  Haynes.  Only  those  lines  which  can 

be  shown  unbroken  and  with  accuracy  are 
given. 

These  descendants  can  certainly  claim  to  be 
real  New  Englanders,  and  to  have  come  from 
in  all  cases  good,  sturdy  stock,  and  in  some  lines 
from  quite  famous  families. 

T  his  work  has  occupied  the  spare  time  of 
the  author  for  about  two  years,  and  is  the 
result  of  many  hundred  miles  of  motoring,  and 
many  hours  of  searching  in  various  books  of 
record.  It  has  all  been  quite  interesting  and 
enjoyable,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  grouping  of 
these  various  lines  in  one  volume  will  give  the 
John  Russell  Haynes  descendants  a  much  better 
knowledge  of  their  ancestry  than  they  have  had 
before  this  work  was  done.

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ORIGIN  OF  THE  FAMILY  NAME 

The  history  of  the  Haines  (Haynes)  family 
runs  back  in  Montgomeryshire  through  Einion 
to  Gwyn,  Lord  of  Guilsfield,  son  of  Griffith,  son 
of  Beli,  descendant  from  Brockwel  Yschitrog, 
who  reigned  over  Powysland  (Wales)  a.  d.  607. 
Einon,  Prince  of  Powys  (Wales),  was  distin¬ 
guished  in  the  wars  against  Henry  I  of  England, 
a.  o.  1 100-1 135.  He  had  a  son  whom  he  named 
after  himself,  but  by  distinction  and  according 
to  the  Welsh  custom  of  the  times,  he  was 
familiarly  called  Einws,  which  was  pronounced 
Eins.  This  son  of  Einon  had  a  son  John,  who 
was  called  John  Einws,  afterwards  written 
John  Eines  of  Bausley,  in  the  parish  of  Alder- 
bury,  which  parish  was  both  in  Shropshire  and 
Montgomeryshire.  Shrewsbury  was  the  market 
town  for  this  Alderbury  parish.  Among  the 
ancient  records  of  that  town  the  name  frequently 
occurs,  and  in  the  fifteenth  and  early  part  of  the 
sixteenth  centuries  it  was  variously  written  as 
Eines,  Eynes,  Heynes,  Eleanes,  Haines,  Haynes. 
The  pronounciation  probably  was  the  same. 
Few  people  were  able  to  write  their  names  in 
those  days,  and  when  names  were  written  it 
was  easy  to  write  the  “a”  in  place  of  the  e, 
and  the  41 y”  in  place  of  the  “i.”  Thus  the  same 
name  would  be  written  in  various  ways,  but 
probably  all  pronounced  the  same. 
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It  seems  to  have  been  a  legend  among  two 
or  three  generations  immediately  after  Samuel 
Haines  that  he  was  of  Welsh  extraction,  and 
his  family  undoubtedly  starts  with  the  Prince  of 
Powys  (Wales). 

I  he  family  of  Haines  became  numerous  in 
England,  and  its  members  have  held  and  are 
now  holding  important  positions  in  church  and 
state.  I  hey  have  been  men  of  character  and 
have  taken  part  in  the  great  events  of  the  times 
in  which  they  lived. 

Quite  early  in  the  great  movement  west¬ 
ward  across  the  waters,  were  individual  members 
of  the  Haines  (Haynes)  family.  Notab]  e  among 
these  was  Samuel  Haines,  who  reached  the 
shores  of  the  new  world  August  15,  1635.  From 
him  descended  John  Russell  Haynes,  whose 
ancestry  and  descendants  are  described  in  this 
work.  The  genealogy  of  John  Russell  Haynes 
will  be  given  as  starting  from  Deacon  Samuel 
Haines. 
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SAMUEL  HAINES 
(first  generation) 

Samuel  Haines  was  born  in  England  in 
161 1.  At  age  of  fifteen  he  was  apprenticed  to 
John  Cogswell,  of  Westbury,  a  cloth  manu¬ 
facturer.  After  serving  nine  of  his  ten  year’s 
apprenticeship,  he  came  to  New  England  in 
1635  with  Mr.  Cogswell,  in  the  ship  Angel 
Gabriel ,  which  sailed  from  Bristol,  England, 
June  4th,  and  from  Milford  Haven,  Wales,  on 
June  22d.  After  a  voyage  of  ten  weeks  and 
two  days  from  Bristol,  they  reached  the  New 
England  coast  and  anchored  on  the  night  of 
August  14th  in  the  outer  harbor  of  Pemaquid, 
(now  Bristol).  On  the  following  day  occurred 
the  “Great  Hurricane,”  one  of  the  most  violent 
storms  on  record.  The  vessel  was  driven  ashore 
and  broken  in  pieces.  Several  persons  perished 
and  much  of  the  cargo  was  lost.  Some  things 
were  saved,  however,  including  a  tent,  in 
which  they  lived  until  the  arrival  of  Goodman 
Gallup’s  bark  from  Boston,  which  took  them 
with  their  possessions  to  Ipswich,  Mass.,  where 
Mr.  Cogswell  made  his  home,  and  Samuel 
remained  with  him  one  year  to  complete  his 
apprenticeship. 

In  1638  Samuel  returned  to  England  and 
on  April  1,  1638,  married  Ellenor  Neate,  in 
Dilton,  Wiltshire,  near  Westbury.  He  soon 
came  back  to  New  England  and  located  in 
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North  am,  where  he  had  ten  acres  of  land  near 
the  first  church.  Afterwards  he  acquired  twenty 
acres  on  the  west  side  of  Back  river. 

We  find  that  on  October  16,  1640,  Samuel 
Haines  was  one  of  the  signers  of  what  was 
called  the  “Dover  Combination. ” 

In  1650  he  rented  Capt.  Francis  Champer- 
nown’s  farm  at  Strawberry  Bank,  so  named 
because  of  the  quantities  of  strawberries  found 
there.  He  also  secured  ninety-one  acres  of 
land  adjoining  this  farm,  where  he  built  himself 
a  house  and  made  a  permanent  home.  Later  by 
purchase  and  grants  of  land  from  the  town,  he 
came  into  possession  of  many  more  acres. 

His  house  stood  on  a  well  drained  ridge  of 
land,  from  which  now  pleasing  views  of  the 
surrounding  country  are  had.  But  in  those 
days  it  was  a  rough  and  wooded  country,  the 
Indians  were  a  constant  menace  and  many  wild 
animals  were  in  the  woods.  The  life  was  one 
requiring  strength  and  courage.  Samuel  pros¬ 
pered,  and  bought  part  of  a  sawmill,  paying  for 
it  one  hundred  and  ten  pounds. 

In  i6$3  name  of  the  town  of  Strawberry 
Bank  was  changed  to  Portsmouth.  Samuel  was 
chosen  one  of  the  selectmen,  which  office  he  held 
for  ten  successive  years.  In  1666  he  was  em¬ 
ployed  to  assist  in  running  the  town  line  between 
Portsmouth  and  Hampton. 

Samuel  Haines  was  a  religious  man,  being 
one  of  the  number  who  organized  the  North 
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Church  in  Portsmouth,  and  was  ordained 
Deacon  of  the  church  in  1671. 

The  exact  date  of  his  death  is  unknown, 
but  it  was  about  the  year  1686,  at  the  age  of 
about  seventy-five  years.  The  exact  date  of 
his  wife’s  death  is  unknown,  but  she  was  living 
when  he  made  his  will  in  1682. 

They  were  buried  on  a  bold  promontary 
jutting  a  little  into  the  Winnicut,  thirty  or 
forty  feet  above  the  river,  a  beautiful,  quiet 
spot,  now  covered  with  a  wooded  growth. 

Here  more  than  one  hundred  of  the  first  settlers 
of  Greenland  have  been  laid  away  —  but  a 

short  distance  from  the  old  Haines  homestead.

Samuel  Haines2  (Samuel1) 

Born  in  Dover  1646,  and  at  the  age  of  four 
years  went  with  his  father  to  what  is  now 
Greenland.  At  the  age  of  twenty-seven  he 
married  Mary  Fifield  of  Hampton,  with 
whom  he  lived  about  sixteen  years,  when 
he  died  at  the  age  of  forty-three.  He  came 
into  possession  of  his  father’s  homestead 
by  will-deed  dated  December  28,  1682. 
Lie  lived  at  the  old  homestead  and  did 
considerable  business  at  the  saw-mill  as 
well  as  upon  the  farm.  He  built  the 
garrison  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  King 
William’s  war.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
North  Church  in  Portsmouth. 

It  was  considered  a  “Remarkable  Provi¬ 
dence,”  to  use  the  language  found  in  old 
records,  that  Samuel  and  his  brother 
Matthias,  who  were  partners  in  the  saw¬ 
mill  business,  died  within  two  days  of  one 
another.  This  was  an  event  that  was  much 
discussed  for  many  years.

He  was  a 
blacksmith  and  gunsmith  by  trade. 
On  March  27,  1779,  when  past  middle  life, 
he  removed  with  his  family  from  his 
native  town  to  Rumney,  N.  H.  He  was 
highly  respected  and  a  man  of  marked 
influence  while  in  his  native  town,  and 
was  chosen  to  various  positions  of  trust  — 
“to  take  account  of  heads  and  stocks;” 
“tythingman;”  “surveyor;”  “to  take 
account  of  all  persons  who  are  not  provided 
with  guns  in  said  town;”  also  on  a  “Com¬ 
mittee  of  Safety”  with  Ensign  Joshua 
Haines.  On  September  2,  1747,  “John 
Haines  received  a  warrant  to  go  out  in 
pursuit  of  the  Indians.”  He  was  after¬ 
wards  made  “Captain  of  Scouts.”  He  died 
January  1 1 ,  1809,  in  the  town  of  his  adop¬ 
tion,  at  the  age  of  eighty-six  years.  Elis 
wife  survived  him  more  than  four  years, 
reaching  the  age  of  eighty-seven.

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THE  HAINES  ARMS 

Heraldry  probably  dates  from  the  use  of 
armor  which  covered  the  person  of  knights  in 
battle,  and  rendered  necessary  some  sign  by 
which  the  person  might  be  known.  Armorial 
bearings  were  used  in  the  time  of  Henry  I, 
(876-936)  and  were  common  during  the  Cru¬ 
sades*  In  1300  coats-of-arms  were  well  system- 
ized,  and  were  in  common  use.  Sometime  in 
the  twelfth  century  they  were  made  hereditary, 
and  were  highly  valued,  as  no  person  in  England 
below  the  dignity  of  a  Knight  of  the  Bath 
had  a  right  to  them. 

In  the  Herald’s  College  in  London,  where 
the  record  of  the  arms  legally  borne  was  made, 
we  learn  that  on  the  first  visitation  of  the 
Kings-at-arms  to  Shropshire,  A.  D.  1569,  the 
Haines  blazonry  is  described  as  “Or.  on  a  fesse 
gules  three  bezants;  and  in  chief  a  grey-hound 
courant  azure  collared  argent”  (a  golden  shield 
with  a  horizontal  red  band  across  the  middle, 
on  which  are  three  gold  coins,  and  in  the 
upper  part  a  blue  greyhound  running,  who 
wears  a  silver  collar).  It  is  probable  that  Sir 
Eynns  took  part  in  the  wars  of  the  Crusades  in 
which  Edward  engaged  before  he  became  King, 
as  the  three  bezants  signified  that  the  bearer 
was  a  Crusader.  Bezants  were  old  Byzantian 
coins  of  gold. 
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In  the  second  visitation  of  the  King’s 
officer  to  examine  the  arms  in  Shropshire, 
A.  D.  1584,  a  crest  appears  of  an  eagle  dis¬ 
played  azure,  sprinkled  with  silver  stars. 

In  a  blank  space  on  a  leaf  of  the  Bible 
brought  to  New  England  by  Samuel  Haines  in 
1635,  is  a  well  drawn  greyhound  courant  and 
collared,  which  doubtless  is  an  index  to  the 
arms  which  his  family  had  borne.  The  grey¬ 
hound  is  an  emblem  of  loyalty,  dating  from 
1194,  there  being  a  traditionary  account  of  the 
greyhound,  Gelert,  a  favorite  of  Llewelyn, 
having  saved  the  infant  son  of  Llewelyn  by 
killing  a  wolf  which  had  entered  the  room  where 
the  child  slept. 
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THE  SHIP  “ANGEL  GABRIEL” 

The  ship  Angel  Gabriel  was  built  by  Sir 
Charles  Snell  of  Kingston,  St.  Michaels,  North 
Wilts,  England,  for  Sir  Walter  Raleigh.  Rev. 
Richard  Mather  says,  “The  Angel  Gabriel  is  a 
strong  ship,  and  well  furnished  with  fourteen 
or  sixteen  pieces  of  ordnance,  but  she  is  slow  in 
sailing.”  The  Angel  Gabriel  sailed  from  Bristol 
June  4,  1635,  and  anchored  in  the  outer  harbor 
of  Pemaquid  Friday,  August  14th.  It  was 
moonlight  and  the  first  part  of  the  night  passed 
quietly,  but  before  morning  a  northeast  wind 
came  up,  and  “blew  with  such  violence  with 
abundance  of  rain,  that  it  blew  down  many 
hundreds  of  trees,  overthrew  some  houses, 
drove  ships  from  their  anchor,  etc.”  The  storm 
ravaged  the  whole  coast  from  Nova  Scotia  to 
Manhattan,  continuing  with  great  fury  for 
five  or  six  hours.  The  tide  rose  in  some  places 
more  than  twenty  feet  “right  up  and  down.” 
It  is  said  that  the  tide  not  only  rose  to  a  re¬ 
markable  height  but  was  followed  by  only  a 
partial  ebb,  and  then  was  immediately  succeeded 
by  another  tidal  wave  which  rose  higher  than 
the  first.  The  Angel  Gabriel  was  torn  from  her 
anchorage  and  dashed  in  pieces  upon  the  shore. 
One  seaman  and  three  or  four  passengers  were 
lost,  while  two  others  had  died  on  the  voyage. 
All  the  rest,  among  which  was  Samuel  Haines, 
got  safely  to  land.  That  storm  has  gone  into 
history  as  the  “Great  Hurricane.” 
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THE  HAINES  BIBLE 

When  Samuel  Haines  came  to  this  country 
he  brought  his  Bible  with  him,  and  saved  it 
from  the  wreck  which  he  experienced  at  Pema- 
quid,  Me.,  August  15,  1635.  Tradition  has  it 
that  at  the  time  of  the  wreck  it  was  sewed  up 
in  a  feather  bed,  and  thus  saved  from  destruc¬ 
tion.  It  does  not  show  the  marks  of  having  been 
thoroughly  wet.  It  is  a  copy  of  the  Geneva 
version,  printed  in  London,  England,  by  the 
deputies  of  Christopher  Barker  in  1599.  This 
edition  is  called  the  “Breeches  Bible,”  because 
of  the  rendering  of  Genesis  iii.  7:  “Then  the 
eyes  of  them  both  were  opened,  and  they 
knew  that  they  were  naked,  and  they  sewed 
figge-tree  leaves  together,  and  made  themselves 
breeches.”  This  edition  was  highly  esteemed 
by  our  Puritan  ancestors  because  of  marginal 
notes.  This  copy  was  kept  by  the  different 
generations  who  lived  in  the  old  homestead  at 
Greenland;  and  when  the  place  was  sold  by 
Samuel  Haines  of  the  fourth  generation  he  took 
it  with  him  to  Wakefield,  where  he  settled,  and 
it  was  in  possession  of  his  descendants  until  it 
finally  passed  into  the  hands  of  Andrew  Mack 
H  aines  of  Galena,  Ill.,  and  in  1902  was  in 
possession  of  his  son,  Samuel  Andrew  Elaines 
of  San  Francisco,  Cal.  There  are  many  nota¬ 
tions  with  pen  on  the  margin,  and  several  pen 
portraits,  some  of  them  evidently  of  members 
of  the  family.  Several  pages  are  missing. 
The  book  was  published  in  1599  and  may  have 
been  owned  by  Deacon  Samuel’s  father.

say  my  dwelling  Pious  and  Barnes  and  orchads 
and  all  my  Land  within  fence,  and  all  my 
Medowland,  Both  Salt  marsh  and  fresh  wth 
all  my  Land  without  ye  fence  That  Blonges  to 
ye  farm  which  I  Now  Live  in  Ye  above  Said 
Land  is  Ninety  and  one  Acres.  According  as  it 
was  Layd  out  to  me  and  persesed  by  me,  all 
Cituate  and  Being  In  Greenland  in  ye  Town 
and  Province  a  fore  Named,  and  In  Case  any  of 
ye  Sd  Land  Should  be  taken  a  way,  then  It 
shall  be  meade  up  wth  my  Devident  Land  to  ye 
full  quantity  as  in  a  bove  Expressed,  and  Allso  I 
do  Give  to  my  Sun  Samuell  Haines  one  Eight  pt 
of  ye  Sawmill  in  Greenland,  and  Allso  I  give  to 
my  Sd  Sun  Samuell,  fower  oxen  and  five  Steeres 
and  Eight  Cowes  and  all  my  part  of  ye  Sheep  and 
Eighteen  Swine,  Greate  and  Small,  and  all  ye 
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movables  in  Said  hous,  Except  what  is  Excepted, 
that  is  to  Say,  I  doe  Resarve  to  my  Self  and  my 
wife  During  our  Naturall  Lives,  the  Roome  yt  I 
Now  Live  In  with  all  ye  moveables  thare  in 
with  free  agrace  and  free  agrace  Both  wayes 
In  to  ye  said  Rome  and  all  so  part  of  ye  Siller,

Sun  Matthias  Haines  and  My  Suninlaw  Lenard 
YVeekes,  To  be  over  seeres  to  all  ye  a  fore  sd 
promises  and  to  see  yt  I  and  my  wife  doe  want 
Nothing  Dureing  our  Naturall  Life  and  what  we 
stand  in  need  of  shall  be  out  of  ye  Estate  a  bove 
saide. 

In  wittenness  to  ye  truth  of  all  ye  promises 
a  bove  said  I  doe  heer  unto  set  my  hand  and 
seale  This  (28th)  Twenty  eight  day  of  Desember. 
In  ye  yeare  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  six 
hundred  and  Eighty  two.

my  weaving  Loom,  with  all  the  Geer  and 
Tackle  thereto  belonging.  I  also  give  her  two 
Milch  Cows  and  the  Keeping  of  the  same, 
Wi  nter  and  Summer  and  the  Calves  till  they 
shall  be  three  months  old,  yearly,  during  her 
Life,  I  also  give  her  Eight  Cords  of  good  Merch- 
ble  Cord  Wood  to  be  hald  to  her  Door  yearly

Sheep’s  wool,  and  three  pounds  of  Cotton  wool, 
all  and  every  of  said  particulars  to  be  provided 
and  delivered  to  her  yearly  at  her  house  afore¬ 
said,  I  also  give  her  my  Saddle  horse  which 
I  usually  Ride,  and  my  part  of  the  Horse  Chair, 
and  Tackling,  which  I  have  with  my  son  William.

Whereas  there  have  been  some  uncom¬ 
fortable  differences  lately  between  two  loving 
friends,  namely  John  Hall  and  Samuell  Haines 
both  of  Greenland,  about  certain  Meadowes 
lying  at  Greenland  about  wh  there  was  an 
action  commenced  by  John  Hall  agst.  ye  sd 
Samuell.  Now  know  all  men  by  these  presents 
that  we  the  sd  parties  taking  notice  of  the 
uncomfortable  consequences  thereof  and  the 
great  trouble  yt  was  like  to  arise  in  ye  prosecu¬ 
tion  thereof  (though  lawful)  yet  out  of  the  desire 
of  the  obtaining  of  that  peace  and  love  that 
formally  we  did  enjoy  each  wh  the  other,  have 
voluntaringly  and  mutually  agreed  the  sd  differ¬ 
ences,  in  which  agreement  wee  have  engaged 
ourselves  as  ffolloweth,  viz.  that  ye  sd  John 
Flail  shall  have  three  acres  of  that  marsh  wch 
is  called  Samuell  Haines  and  Samuell  Haines 
shall  have  three  acres  of  ye  marsh  in  contro¬ 
versy  called  John  Hall’s  the  sd  marsh  to  be 
indifferently  layd  out  by  or  two  Loving  friends 
Mr.  Peter  Coffin  of  Cocheco,  and  John  Rodman 
of  Hampton  wch  sd  marsh  wee  allow  each  other

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REV.  JOHN  COTTON 
(first  generation) 

John  Cotton,  sometimes  called  “The  Patriarch 
of  New  England,”  was  born  in  Derby, 
England,  December  4,  1585,  son  of  Roland 
Cotton,  lawyer.  He  entered  Trinity  Col¬ 
lege,  Cambridge,  in  his  thirteenth  year.  His 
studies  were  chiefly  logic,  philosophy,  Latin 
and  Greek.  He  graduated  B.  A.  in  1603 
and  M.  A.  in  1606,  and  became  a  fellow  in 
Emmanuel  College,  then  a  stronghold  of 
Puritanism,  where  for  six  years,  according 
to  his  biographer,  Rev.  Samuel  Whiting,  he 
was  “head  lecturer  and  dean,  and  Cate¬ 
chist,”  and  “a  diligent  tutor  to  many 
pupils.”  Among  his  friends  at  Emmanuel 
College  were  Thomas  Hooker  and  John 
Harvard.  In  June,  1612,  he  was  chosen 
Vicar  of  St.  Botolphs,  in  Lincolnshire, 
seaport  of  Boston.  He  married  first,  Eliza¬ 
beth  Horracks,  who  died  childless,  and 
second,  in  1632,  Sarah  Harkridge,  who 
accompanied  him  to  America.  On  account 
of  non-comformist  preaching,  process  was 
begun  against  him  in  the  High  Commission 
Court  in  1632.  He  was  concealed  by  his 
friends  and  escaped  to  New  England,  sailing 
on  the  Griffin  in  July,  1633.  In  the  same 
ship  were  Thomas  Hooker,  Samuel  Stone 
and  John  Llaynes.  Landed  at  Boston,

September  4,  1633.  Two  weeks  after  his 
arrival  he  was  chosen  “teacher’'  of  the 
First  Church  of  Boston.  He  was  a  man  of 
great  learning  and  a  prolific  writer.  In  the 
newer,  as  in  the  older  Boston,  his  popularity 
was  almost  unbounded,  and  his  influence, 
both  in  ecclesiastical  and  in  civil  affairs,  was 
probably  greater  than  that  of  any  other 
minister  in  theocratic  New  England. 
According  to  the  contemporary  historian, 
William  Hubbard,  “Whatever  he  delivered 
in  the  pulpit  was  soon  put  into  an  order  of 
the  court,  if  of  a  civil,  or  set  up  as  a  practice 
in  the  church,  if  of  an  ecclesiastical  con¬ 
cernment.’’  His  influence,  too,  was  gener¬ 
ally  beneficent,  though  it  was  never  used 
to  further  the  cause  of  religious  freedom, 
or  of  democracy,  his  theory  of  government 
being  given  in  an  oft-quoted  passage: 
“Democracy,  I  do  not  conceyve  that  ever 
God  did  ordeyne  as  a  fitt  government 
eyther  tor  church  or  commonwealth  .  .  . 
As  for  Monarchy  and  aristocracy  they  are 
both  for  them  clearly  approved,  and  directed 
in  Scripture  yet  so  as  (God)  referreth  the 
sovereigntie  to  himselfe,  and  setteth  up 
Theocracy  in  both,  as  the  best  form  of 
government.’’  He  took  an  active  part  in 
the  political  and  theological  controversies 
of  his  time,  and  approved  of  the  expulsion 
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of  Roger  Williams.  One  of  his  many  writ¬ 
ings,  “ Milk  for  Babes ,  Drawn  out  of  the 
Breasts  of  Both  Testaments ,  chiefly  for  the 
Spirituall  Nourishment  of  Bosto?7  Babes  in 
either  England ,  but  may  be  of  like  Use  for 
any  children  ”  published  in  1646,  was  widely 
used  for  many  years  in  New  England  for 
the  religious  instruction  of  children.  Ele 
was  prominently  identified  with  the  found¬ 
ing  of  Harvard  College  in  1636  (see  Supple¬ 
ment  page  135.  Died  December  23,  1652, 
aged  67.

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COTTON  GENEALOGY 

(From  The  English  Ancestry  of  Rev .  John  Cotton , 
by  H.  G.  Somerby  of  London) 

ANCESTRY  OF  REV.  JOHN  COTTON 

Coles  manuscript  in  the  British  Museum, 
Vol.  XI,  pages  237-345,  gives  an  account  of  the 
Cotton  family,  prepared  in  1763,  from  which 
the  following  line  is  taken.  It  is  held  to  be 
most  probable  that  the  family  derived  its  name 
from  Cotton  in  Kent,  but  was  settled  in  Cam¬ 
bridgeshire  early  in  the  14th  century,  when 
Sir  Llenry  Cotton  was  living  there.  The 
direct  line  from  Sir  Henrv  Cotton  to  the 
Rev.  John  Cotton  is  as  follows: 

(1)  Sir  Henry  Cotton,  married  Anne,  daugh¬ 
ter  and  heir  of  Sir  Henry  le  Fleming. 

(2)  Thomas  Cotton,  son  of  Sir  Henry  and 
Anne  (name  of  wife  not  known).

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GOV.  SIMON  BRADSTREET

Governor  Simon  Bradstreet,  sometimes 
called  “The  Nestor  of  New  England,” 
was  baptized  at  Herbling  Parish,  Lincoln¬ 
shire,  England,  March  1 8,  1603.  He  was 
the  son  of  Rev.  Simon  Bradstreet,  and 
his  grandfather  was  also  named  Simon. 
Attended  Emanuel  College  one  year,  1628. 
Married  Ann,  daughter  of  Thomas  Dudley, 
about  1628,  and  came  to  New  England  in 
the  Winthrop  fleet.  Was  chosen  Assistant 
before  leaving  England.  Secretary  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Colony,  1630-1642.  Deputy 
Governor,  1678-1679.  Governor,  1679-1686 
and  1689-1692.  Lived  in  Salem  1630; 
Cambridge  1631-1638;  Ipswich  1639-1643; 
Andover  1644-1690;  Boston  1694;  Salem 
1695-1697.  Married  second,  Ann,  daughter 
of  Emmanuel  Dewing,  and  widow  of  Capt. 
Joseph  Gardiner.  Died  in  Salem,  March 
27,  1697,  at  94  years  of  age. 

Princes  Annals ,  Vol.  VII,  has  the 
following  statement  about  Gov.  Simon 
Bradstreet:  “He  was  son  of  a  minister  in 
Lincolnshire,  and  was  born  at  Horbling, 
March,  1603.  His  father  was  son  of  a  Suf¬ 
folk  gentlemen  of  a  fine  estate.  The  minister 
above  mentioned  was  the  Rev.  Simon 
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Bradstreet,  one  of  the  first  Fellows  of 
Emmanuel  College,  Cambridge,  under  Dr. 
Chadderton.  He  had  preached  at  Middle- 
boro  in  Zealand,  and  always  been  a  non¬ 
conformist.  Gov.  Simon  Bradstreet  was 
brought  up  at  the  grammar  school  till 
about  fourteen  years  of  age,  when  the 
death  of  his  father  occurred.  He  spent 
about  eight  years  in  the  family  of  the  Earl 
of  Lincoln,  the  best  noble  family  in  England, 
where  he  was  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Dudley,  sustaining  successively  divers 
offices.  Dr.  Preston,  who  had  been  Lord 
Lincoln’s  tutor,  moved  that  Mr.  Bradstreet 
might  have  permission  to  come  to  Em¬ 
manuel  College  in  the  capacity  of  governor 
to  the  Lord  Rich,  son  of  the  Earl  of  War¬ 
wick,  which  being  granted,  he  went  with 
the  Doctor,  who  provided  a  chamber  for 
him,  with  the  advice  that  he  should  apply 
to  study  till  Warwick’s  arrival.  But  Lord 
Rich  not  coming,  Mr.  Bradstreet,  after  a 
year,  returned  to  the  Earl  of  Lincoln,  and 
Mr.  Dudley  then  removing  to  Boston,  his 
place  of  Steward  was  conferred  on  Mr. 
Bradstreet.  Afterwards,  with  much  ado, 
he  obtained  the  Earl’s  leave  to  answer  the 
desires  of  the  aged  and  pious  Countess  of 
Warwick,  that  he  would  accept  the  steward¬ 
ship  of  her  whole  family,  which,  as  the 
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former,  he  discharged  with  an  exemplary 
discretion  and  fidelity.  And  here  he  mar¬ 
ried  Anne,  the  daughter  of  Mr.  Dudley. 
By  this  means  he  became  one  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  company,  and  on  March  1 8,  1629- 
30,  he  was  chosen  at  Southampton  their 
twelfth  assistant.  In  this  capacity  he 
came  over  at  about  the  twenty-seventh 
year  of  his  age,  sailing  on  the  Arabella 
with  Thomas  Dudley  and  John  Winthrop. 
He  was  the  seventh  member  of  the  church 
first  formed  at  Charlestown  and  Boston.” 

From  1664  to  1683  Gov.  Bradstreet 
kept  a  journal,  chronicling  the  events  of 
the  times.  A  characteristic  entry  is  given 
below: 

“1681,  July.  Mr.  Urian  Oakes  President 
of  Harvard  College  dyed,  a  losse  so  great 
yt  no  man  yet  knows  wt  it  is.  I  look  upon 
it  a  very  awfull  threatning  to  ye  Lord. 
The  good  Ld  pitty  &  spare  us.  In  the  mo. 
of  June  July  and  August  was  a  great 
drought  thro:  the  Country  to  great  losse 
in  corn  and  grasse,  valued  at  many  thousand 
pounds,  yet  God  hath  gratiously  left  us 
enough  for  a  meat  and  drink  offering.  Sept 
&  Octob.  wr  sickly  in  many  places  of  this 
Colony,  the  desease  was  a  malignant  fea- 
ver  of  well  many  dyed.  December,  Mr 
Edward  Ting  who  had  severall  years  been 
a  Magistrate  in  ye  Mass.  Colony  dyed 
aged  between  70  &  80.”

Simon  Bradstreet’s  father,  the  Rev.  Simon 
Bradstreet,  minister  at  Herbling,  Co.  Lincoln,  whose 
will  was  dated  August,  1620,  had,  by  his  wife  Margaret, 
three  sons.

A  brief  sketch  of  John  Bradstreet,  brother  of 
Gov.  Simon,  with  his  descendants,  is  given  below,  as  a 
matter  of  interest  to  the  descendants  of  Gov.

Peerage ,  1921  edition.

America  Heraldica  states  that  Gov.  Thomas  Dudley  and  his  son, 
Gov.  Joseph  Dudley,  used  the  Dudley  arms. 
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GOV.  THOMAS  DUDLEY 
(first  generation) 

Thomas  Dudley,  born  about  1576,  in  North¬ 
amptonshire,  Eng.  Married  in  England, 
Dorothy  Yorke,  who  died  at  Roxbury, 
Mass.,  December  27,  1643,  aged  61  years. 
Married  second,  Catherine,  widow  of 
Samuel  Hackburn,  of  Roxbury,  Mass., 
who  survived  him.  He  died  at  Roxbury 
July  31,  1653. 

Gov.  Dudley  was  acknowledged  by  all 
his  contemporaries  to  be  one  of  the  most 
able  men  in  the  colony,  and  he  was  certainly 
one  of  the  most  interesting  characters  of 
his  time.  Morton,  in  his  History  of  the 
Colonies ,  says  of  Gov.  Dudley,  “His  love 
of  justice  appeared  at  all  times,  and  in 
special  upon  the  judgment  seat,  without 
respect  of  persons  in  judgment,  and  in  his 
own  particular  transactions  with  all  men 
he  was  exact  and  exemplary.  He  had  a 
piercing  judgment  to  discover  the  wolf, 
though  clothed  with  a  sheepskin.  His  love 
to  the  people  was  evident.  He  lived  desired, 
and  died  lamented  by  all  good  men.” 

Hubbard,  in  his  History  of  New  Eng¬ 
land ,  says,  “Gov.  Dudley,  when  he  died, 
left  not  his  peer  behind.” 

Mather  says  he  was  a  man  of  sincere 
piety,  exact  justice,  with  hospitality  to 
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strangers  and  liberality  to  the  poor.  I 
cannot  conceive  how  he  ever  learned  so 
much  that  was  wise  and  good.  Nature 
must  have  favored  him  with  more  high 
qualities  than  she  vouchsafes  to  us  in 
these  advanced,  scientific  times. 

Gov.  Dudley’s  father  was  Capt.  Roger 

Dudley,  a  military  man,  and  was  among 

those  sent  by  Elizabeth  to  aid  Henry 

of  Navarre,  and  was  killed  in  the  battle 

of  Ivrv.  His  mother  was  a  kinswoman 
¥ 

of  Augustus  Nicolls  of  Faxton  in  Nor¬ 
thamptonshire,  born  at  Ecton  1 559,  a 
judge  of  the  Common  Pleas  and  Knight 
of  the  Bath.  He  was  also  Keeper  of  the 
Great  Seal  to  Prince  Charles.  The  Nicolls 
seem  to  have  been  a  quite  noted  family. 
Dudley’s  mother  died  when  he  was  young, 
and  he  was  brought  up  under  the  care  of 
Anne  (Pell)  Purefoy,  who  it  is  thought  was 
an  aunt.  There  had  been  left  a  legacy  of 
500  pounds  for  Thomas  Dudley,  which 
in  that  age  was  a  considerable  sum.  When 
quite  a  young  man  Dudley  became  the 
steward  of  the  vast  estates  of  the  Earl  of 
Lincoln,  which  he  managed  with  great 
success  for  many  years.  Lie  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  developments  in  the  new 
world,  and  with  some  friends,  in  1628, 
procured  a  patent  from  the  King  for  a 
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plantation,  bounded  on  one  side  by  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Bay  and  Charles  river  on  the 
south  and  Merrimac  river  on  the  north, 
and  to  include  a  strip  of  land  three  miles 
wide  upon  the  shore  of  the  Bay  and  each 
shore  of  the  two  rivers.  In  1629  they 
sent  several  ships  and  about  300  people, 
with  cows,  goats  and  horses.  In  1630,  with 
John  Win  throp,  and  a  company  of  840 
puritans,  he  sailed  for  New  England  with 
a  fleet  of  four  ships,  Dudley  and  Win  throp 
being  on  the  Arabella ,  a  ship  of  350  tons, 
which  landed  at  Salem.  Dudley  had  been 
chosen  Deputy  Governor  in  England,  Win- 
throp  being  Governor.  They  planned  to 
build  a  fortified  town  at  what  is  now  the 
location  of  Harvard  University,  and  to 
make  this  town  the  capital  of  the  new 
colony.  There  Mr.  Dudley,  Mr.  Brad- 
street,  his  son-in-law,  and  Secretary  of  the 
colony,  Major  General  Daniel  Denison, 
another  son-in-law,  and  most  ot  the  leaders, 
built  their  dwellings.  Mr.  Dudley’s  home 
stood  on  Dunster  street.  Elis  son,  Rev. 
Samuel  Dudley’s  house,  was  on  the  same 
street,  corner  of  Mt.  Auburn  street.  Mr. 
Bradstreet’s  home  was  also  there.  They 
called  the  place  Newtown.  After  expending 
much  effort  and  money  in  building  and 
fortifying  the  town,  they  found  that  Gov. 
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Winthrop  had  concluded  not  to  settle 
there,  but  was  establishing  his  home  in 
Boston.  This  gave  great  offence  to  Dudley, 
who  regarded  it  as  a  breach  of  faith. 
Dudley  is  said  never  to  have  broken  any 
important  engagement.  There  was  a  fierce 
quarrel  between  Dudley  and  Winthrop, 
but  they  finally  became  reconciled.  Dudley 
soon  after  removed  to  Ipswich.  In  1634 
he  was  elected  Governor  and  held  the 
office  also  in  1640,  1645  and  1650,  and 
was  Deputy  Governor  thirteen  years.  He 
was  the  first  governor  elected  by  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  people.  Dudley  was  a  very 
extensive  land  owner,  and  it  is  said  there 
are  more  records  of  land  transfers  to  him 
than  to  any  other  of  the  early  colonists. 
In  1639,  at  the  earnest  solicitation  of  his 
friends,  he  removed  to  Roxbury,  that  he 
might  be  nearer  the  capital  for  consultation, 
his  advice  being  much  sought  for.  He  was 
an  exceedingly  strict  puritan,  and  very 
exact  in  upholding  all  the  puritanical  tenets. 
He  was  one  of  the  committee  of  twelve 
appointed  by  the  General  Court,  to  take 
action  for  the  establishment  of  a  school  or 
college,  which  afterwards  became  Harvard 
College. 
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On  Dunster  street,  corner  South  street, 
Cambridge,  there  is  a  tablet  with  this 
inscription: 

THOMAS  DUDLEY 
Founder  of  Cambridge 
GOVERNOR  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 
Lived  here  in  1630 

Gov.  Dudley  died  at  Roxbury,  July  31, 
1653.  There  was  a  great  funeral  for  that 
early  era.  The  most  distinguished  citizens 
were  pall-bearers.  The  military  were  in 
attendance,  with  muffled  drums.  The 
burial  was  in  the  East  graveyard,  not  far 
from  his  house,  where  his  tomb  may  yet 
be  seen  on  the  highest  ground.

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ANNE  DUDLEY 
(second  generation) 

Anne  Dudley,*  (Thomas1)  eldest  daughter  of 
Gov.  Thomas  Dudley,  born  about  1612, 
in  Northamptonshire,  Eng.,  probably  near 
Canons,  Ashby,  since  the  great  non-con¬ 
formist,  Rev.  John  Dod,  at  that  time 
preached  there,  whose  ministry  her  parents 
are  said  to  have  attended.  Her  mind 
became  early  imbued  with  Puritanic  reli¬ 
gion,  as  appears  from  a  manuscript  found 
among  her  papers.  She  says  in  this  that 
she  began  to  make  confession  of  her  wrong 
ways  at  the  age  of  six  or  seven  years,  and 
if  overtaken  in  sins,  she  could  not  rest  till 
she  had  confessed  them  unto  God  by 
prayer;  and  even  at  that  age  she  found 
much  comfort  in  reading  the  scriptures. 
“But  as  I  grew  up,”  says  she,  “to  be 
about  fourteen  or  fifteen,  I  found  my  heart 
more  loose  from  God.  Vanity  and  the 

follies  of  youth  took  hold  of  me.”  About 
* 

1619,  her  father  removed  with  his  family 
to  Sempringham,  in  Lincolnshire. 

In  her  posthumous  manuscript  it  is 
recorded  that  “at  about  sixteen,  the  Lord 
laid  his  hand  sore  upon  me,  and  smote  me 
with  the  small-pox.  But  at  my  earnest 
entreaties  he  restored  me  ...”  She 
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was  a  zealous  believer  in  special  providences, 
attributing  every  event  to  the  immediate 
will  of  God. 

She  had  married  Simon  Bradstreet 
about  1628,  and  in  1630,  with  her  father 
and  husband,  she  sailed  for  America,  coming 
in  the  Arabella  which  was  one  of  a  fleet  of 
four  ships  reaching  Salem  in  June. 

In  1631  the  Bradstreets  removed  to 
Newtown,  now  Cambridge,  and  resided 
near  the  present  locality  of  Harvard  college. 
Here  the  muse  of  poetry  began  to  inspire 
her.  Her  first  book  of  poems  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  1650.  Her  house  at  Andover, 
to  which  she  had  removed,  was  burned  to 
the  ground  July  10,  1 666,  and  many  of  her 
manuscripts  were  destroyed.  It  is  sup¬ 
posed  that  if  there  were  any  portraits  of 
herself  or  her  father  in  existence,  they 
were  destroyed  at  this  time. 

Anne  confesses  that  she  sometimes  had 
doubts  about  the  truth  and  inspiration  tof 
the  Bible,  and  that  Satan  often  troubled 
her  mind  with  doubts  of  Jonah,  Joshua, 
the  flood,  the  holiness  of  David,  and  the 
wisdom  of  Solomon,  and  even  sometimes 
she  wondered  if  the  Popish  religion  might 
not  be  right. 

Griswold  says,  in  his  Female  Poets  of 
America ,  ‘‘a  comparison  of  her  productions 
with  those  of  Lady  Julianna  Berners, 
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Elizabeth  Melville,  the  Countess  of  Pem¬ 
broke,  and  others,  will  convince  the  judi¬ 
cious  critic  that  she  was  superior  to  any 
poet  of  her  sex  who  wrote  in  the  English 
language  before  the  close  of  the  seventeenth 
century.”  Many  of  her  descendants  have 
been  eminent  in  literature.  Among  them, 
who  have  inherited  her  poetic  genius,  are 
Richard  H.  Dana  and  Oliver  Wendell 
Holmes.  (The  latter  is  a  descendant  of 
Mercy  Bradstreet  and  Nathaniel  Wade.) 

She  died  of  consumption,  after  a  long 
illness,  at  Andover,  September  16,  1672. 
Her  grave  is  unknown.

Encyclopedia  Britannic  a  says:  In  mediaeval 

times  the  importance  of  Dudley  (Dudelei) 
depended  on  the  castle,  which  is  mentioned  in 
Domesday  Survey.  Before  the  conquest  Earl 
Eadwine  held  the  manor,  which,  in  10S6, 
belonged  to  William  Fitzansculf,  from  whom  it 
passed,  probably  by  marriage,  to  Fulk  Paynel, 
afterwards  to  the  Somerys,  Suttons  and  Wards, 
whose  descendants  (Earls  of  Dudley)  now 
hold  it.” 

Referring  to  Gov.  Dudley,  the  Britannica 
says:  “Thomas  Dudley,  British  Colonial  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  Massachusetts,  was  born  in  Northamp¬ 
ton,  England,  in  1576,  a  member  of  the  elder 
branch  of  the  family  to  the  younger  branch  of 
which  Robert  Dudley,  Earl  of  Leicester,  be¬ 
longed. 

In  the  History  of  the  Dudley  Family ,  by 
Dean  Dudley,  which  was  originally  issued  in 
serial  form  beginning  1886  and  running  for 
several  years,  and  later  bound  in  two  large 
volumes,  the  historian  stresses  the  point  that 
Gov.  Thomas  claimed  descent  from  the  barons, 
and  used  the  Dudley  arms,  and  he  is  very  sure 
that  a  man  of  Gov.  Dudley’s  sterling  character 
would  have  made  no  claims  that  were  not  based 
on  facts  and  family  history. 
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In  this  same  history  we  find  that  Anne 
Dudley,  the  famous  daughter  of  Gov.  Dudley, 
seemed  to  have  no  doubt  about  her  descent 
from  the  barons,  claiming  a  common  ancestry 
with  the  Leicester  Dudleys.  She  brings  out 
this  point  in  a  poem  eulogizing  Sir  Philip 
Sidney,  the  English  poet,  statesman  and  soldier, 
nephew  of  Leicester  and  heir  to  his  title,  who 
was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Zutpen,  in  a  war  with 
Spain.  The  Dudley  article  in  the  Encyclopedia 
Britannica  seems  to  corroborate  this  claim. 

In  a  supplement  to  the  Dudley  History, 
issued  in  1898,  the  historian,  after  many  years 
research,  seems  to  have  finally  cleared  up  the 
matter  and  gives  on  page  8  Gov.  Dudley’s 
pedigree  from  Edward  Sutton,  alias  Dudley, 
seventh  Baron  of  Dudley.  On  page  639  of  the 
history  proper,  the  line  from  Edward’s  mother, 
Joice  Tiptoft,  through  Joan  Plantagenet  to 
Edward  I,  is  given. 

Burke's  Peerage  (1921  edition)  also  gives 
Edward,  seventh  Baron  of  Dudley,  as  the 
ancestor  of  Gov.  Dudley. 

The  ancestry  of  Gov.  Dudley  to  Edward, 
seventh  Baron,  thence  to  John,  first  Baron, 
and  from  Joice,  wife  of  Edward,  through  Joan 
Plantagenet  to  Edward  I,  is  based  on  the 
authority  of  the  Dudley  Family  History  as 
mentioned  above,  and  from  Edward  I  through 
the  Saxon  and  Norman  lines  is  a  matter  of 
English  history,  the  brief  notes  being  taken 
from  the  Britannica .

DESCENT  FROM  THE  BARONS  OF 

DUDLEY 

(1)  John  de  Sutton1  married  Margaret  de 
Somerv  and  thus  acquired  Dudley  Castle, 
which  was  then  in  possession  of  the  de 
Somerys.  He  was  the  first  Sutton  that 
was  Baron  of  Dudley. 

(2)  John  de  Sutton,1  second  Baron  of  Dud¬ 
ley,  son  of  John  de  Sutton1  and  Margaret, 
was  known  as  “Lord  of  Duddeleye.,, 
He  married,  before  1329,  Isabella,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  John  de  Charlton,  Lord  of  Powys, 
by  whom  he  had  three  children.  He  died 
in  1359. 

(3)  John  de  Sutton1,  third  Baron  of  Dudley, 
son  of  John  de  Sutton2  and  Isabella, 
was  born  about  1338.  He  married  Joan, 
daughter  of  John  de  Clinton  of  Coleshill, 
Co.  Warwick.  He  died  about  1369. 

(4)  John  de  Sutton4,  fourth  Baron  of  Dud¬ 
ley,  only  child  of  John5  and  Joan,  was 
born  about  1361.  Married  Alice,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Philip  le  Dispenser.  Died  about 
1396. 

(5)  John  de  Sutton6,  fifth  Baron  of  Dudley, 
son  of  John4  and  Alice,  was  born  about 
1380.  Married  Constance,  daughter  of 
Sir  Walter  Blount  of  Barton,  Co.  Derby, 
by  whom  he  had  three  children.  Died 
in  1406. 
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(6)  John  de  Sutton,  alias  Dudley6,  K.  G., 
sixth  Baron  of  Dudley,  son  of  John6  and 
Constance,  was  born  in  1401.  Married 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Berkely. 
In  his  will  he  calls  himself  “John  Dudley, 
Knt.,  Lord  Dudley.”  He  died  in  1487. 
By  Elizabeth  he  had  seven  children. 
It  was  from  John,  his  second  son,  that 
Robert  Dudley,  Earl  of  Leicester,  de¬ 
scended. 

(7)  Edmund  Sutton,  alias  Dudley7,  heir 
apparent,  son  of  John6  and  Elizabeth, 
died  v.  p.  His  first  wife  was  Joice  Tip- 
toft,  sister  of  John  1  iptoft,  Earl  of 
Worcester,  who  was  made  Lieutenant  of 
Ireland  in  1370,  and  had  Edmund  Dudley 
for  his  Deputy,  for  which  service  Edmund 
was  recompensed  with  the  stewardship 
of  the  manor  of  Aberbury.  Joice  Tip- 
toft’s  mother  was  second  daughter  and 
co-heiress  of  Edward  Charlton,  Lord 
Powys,  K.  CL,  by  Lady  Almor  Holland, 
widow  of  Roger  Mortimer,  Earl  of  March, 
and  daughter  of  Thomas  Holland,  Earl 
of  Kent  (in  right  of  his  wife)  by  Joan 
Plantagenet,  the  “lair  maid  of  Kent, 
granddaughter  ot  Edward  the  First,  King 
of  England.  Edmund  had  fourteen  chil¬ 
dren. 
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Edward  Sutton,  alias  Dudley8,  Lord 
Dudley,  K  G.,  son  of  Edmund  and  Joice 
and  grandson  of  John  de  Sutton9,  and 
seventh  Baron  of  Dudley,  was  born  about 
1457.  He  had  fifteen  children,  the  oldest 
John,  Lord  Quondam,  inheriting  the  title. 
The  third  son  was  Thomas,  and  this 
Thomas  is  claimed  by  Dean  Dudley  in 
the  Supplement  to  the  Dudley  History  to 
be  the  ancestor  of  Gov.  Thomas.  Lord 
Quondam  also  had  a  son  Thomas,  and 
Adlard,  a  genealogist,  believes  Gov. 
Thomas  to  be  descended  from  this 
Thomas,  the  son  of  Quondam.  In  either 
case  the  descent  from  the  barons  would 
be  the  same.  It  is  this  Thomas,  son  of 
Edward,  whom  Burke's  Peerage  gives  as 
the  ancestor  of  Gov.  Dudley. 

Thomas  Dudley,  son  of  Edward,  died 
1549,  at  London.  Will  dated  October  18, 
1549,  3rd  year  of  Edward  VI.  Buried 
in  churchyard  of  St.  Myghill,  upon  Corn- 
hill,  London.  Described  as  a  “Citizen 
and  Draper  of  London,”  a  freeholder 
of  the  Drapers’  Guild.  Married  Margaret 
- .  She  died  at  London  in  1551. 

John  Dudley,  son  of  Thomas,  died  1545, 
buried  at  St.  Michaels  Church,  Cornhill, 
London.  He  was  of  the  Draper’s  com¬ 
pany,  a  citizen  and  freeholder  of  London. 
Married  Elizabeth  Clerke,  daughter  of 
John  Clerke. 
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(n)  Capt.  Roger  Dudley,  son  of  John,  slain 
at  the  battle  of  Ivry,  1590.  Name  of 
wife  is  unknown.  He  had  two  children, 
the  first  child  being  Thomas  Dudley. 

(12)  Thomas  Dudley,  son  of  Capt.  Roger, 
born  about  1576,  came  to  New  England 
in  1630,  and  became  Governor  of  the 
Massachusetts  colony. 

The  last  Baron  of  Dudley  was  Ferdinando  Dudley 
Lea.  Leaving  no  male  heirs,  the  castle  and  Dudley 
lands  passed  to  the  male  heir  of  the  Ward  family,  who 
has  the  title  of  Earl  of  Dudley. 
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DESCENT  FROM  ROLLO  OF  NORMANDY 

Through  Joice  Tiptoft,  wife  of  Edmund 
Sutton,  seventh  Baron  of  Dudley  (see  page  80) 
the  line  runs  back  through  Joan  of  Kent,  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Edward  I,  to  Henry  II,  in  whose 
person  were  united  lines  from  both  the  Norman 
and  Saxon  kings.  The  line  from  Rollo  is  as 
follows: 

(1)  Rollo,  (died  927)  chief  of  the  Normans, 
was  first  ruler  of  Normandy,  whose 
boundaries  were  established  by  the  treaty 
of  Saint-Clair-sur-Epte,  concluded  be¬ 
tween  King  Charles  of  France  and  Rolf 
or  Rollo  of  the  Normans.  The  Normans 
were  the  descendants  of  the  Northmen  of 
the  Scandinavian  countries  who  invaded, 
conquered  and  remained  in  that  part 
of  France  to  which  the  name  Normandy 
was  given. 

(2)  William  “Long  Sword,”  (died  942)  son 
of  Rollo,  and  Duke  of  Normandy. 

(3)  Richard  I,  (died  996)  Duke  of  Normandy, 
son  of  William  Long  Sword. 

(4)  Richard  II,  (996-1026)  Duke  of  Nor¬ 
mandy,  son  of  Richard  I  and  - , 

daughter  of  “Hugh  the  Great.” 
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(5)  Robert  I, (died  1035)  Duke  of  Normandy, 
younger  son  of  Richard  II,  called  “Robert 
the  Devil.' ”  He  succeeded  his  brother 
Richard  III  whom  he  was  accused  of 
poisoning.  At  twenty  he  was  a  prodigy 
of  strength  which  he  used  mostly  for 
outrage  and  crime.  At  last  he  learned 
from  his  mother,  in  explanation  of  his 
wicked  impulses,  that  he  was  born  in 
answer  to  prayers  addressed  to  the  Devil. 
He  sought  advice  from  the  pope,  who 
directed  him  to  a  hermit  who  imposed  on 
him  by  way  of  penance  that  he  should 
maintain  absolute  silence,  feign  madness, 
provoke  ill-treatment  from  common  people 
without  retaliating,  and  various  other 
humiliations.  He  became  court  fool  to 
the  emperor  of  Rome,  and  delivered  the 
city  from  Saracen  invasions  in  three 
successive  years  in  the  guise  of  an  un¬ 
known  knight,  having  each  time  been 
bidden  to  fight  by  a  celestial  messenger. 
The  emperor’s  daughter  recovered  speech 
to  declare  the  identity  of  the  court  fool 
with  the  deliverer  of  the  city,  but  Robert 
refused  the  hand  of  the  princess  and  the 
imperial  inheritance,  and  ended  his  days 
in  the  hermitage  of  his  old  confessor. 
His  strength  and  ferocity  afforded  material 
for  many  legends,  and  he  is  the  subject 
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of  several  poems  and  romances.  The 
French  romance  of  Robert  le  Triable  is 
one  of  the  oldest  versions  of  the  legend. 
He  is  also  the  theme  of  Meyerbeer’s 
opera  of  Robert  le  Diable.  There  is  also 
an  English  romance  of  Robert  the  Devyll , 
issued  about  1510. 

William  I,  (1027-1087)  King  of  England, 
surnamed  “William  the  Conqueror.”  He 
was  illegitimate  son  of  “Robert  the  Devil,” 
Duke  of  Normandy,  by  Arietta.  In 
io53,  William,  then  Duke  of  Normandy, 
married  Matilda,  daughter  of  Baldwin  V 
of  Flanders,  who  traced  her  descent  from 
Alfred  the  Great.  In  1066,  William 
invaded  England  and  in  the  battle  of 
Hastings  inflicted  a  crushing  defeat  on 
Harold,  and  on  Christmas  day  of  the 
same  year  he  was  crowned  King  of 
England  at  Westminster.  He  gradually 
overcame  all  resistance  throughout  Bri¬ 
tain  and  dispossessed  most  of  the  English 
landholders.  The  Norman  conquest  was 
complete.  It  was  in  his  reign  that  the 
“Domesday  Book”  was  compiled.  This 
was  a  record  of  a  survey  of  the  entire 
country,  with  full  details  of  all  estates, 
made  particularly  for  purposes  of  taxa¬ 
tion.  It  was  a  most  extraordinary  col- 
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lection  of  facts,  and  has  been  of  great 
value  to  the  genealogist.  For  many 
years,  in  cases  of  legal  dispute,  there  was 
no  appeal  from  the  “Domesday  Book.” 

(7)  Henry  I,  (1068-1135)  King  of  England, 
nicknamed  “Beauclerk,”  (fine  scholar) 
fourth  son  of  William  I,  by  his  queen, 
Matilda  of  Flanders.  He  was  born  on 
English  soil  in  1068.  Married  Matilda, 
daughter  of  Malcolm  III,  King  of  Scot¬ 
land,  and  St.  Margaret.  He  succeeded  his 
brother  William  II,  who  died  without 
issue. 

(8)  Matilda,  (1102.-1164)  daughter  of  Henry 
I  and  Matilda.  In  1114  she  married 
Henry  V,  Roman  Emperor,  who  died 
in  1125  childless.  Matilda  was  recalled 
to  England,  and  in  1129  married  GeofFrey 
Plantagenet.  She  became  Queen  of  Eng¬ 
land  in  1141. 

(9)  Henry  II,  (1133-1189)  King  of  England, 
founder  of  the  Plantagenet  dynasty,  son 
of  Geoffrey  Plantagenet,  by  Matilda, 
daughter  of  Henry  I. 

(10)  John,  (1 167-1216)  King  of  England, 
youngest  son  of  Henry  II  and  Eleanor  of 
Aquitaine.  Married  Isabella,  heiress  of 
the  earldom  of  Gloucester.  He  after¬ 
wards  divorced  Isabella  and  married 
Isabella  Angoul6me  (1200).  It  was  this 
John  whom  the  Barons  forced  to  sign  the 
Magna  Carta. 
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(n)  Henry  III,  (1207-1272)  King  of  Eng¬ 
land,  son  of  King  John  by  Isabella  of 
Angouleme. 

(12)  Edward  I,  (1239-1307)  King  of  England, 
son  of  Henry  III  and  Eleanor  of  Provence. 

(13)  Edmund  Plantagenet,  (1301-1330)  Duke 
of  Kent,  youngest  son  of  Edward  I. 
Edmund  was  beheaded  in  the  course  of 
politics. 

(14)  Joan  Plantagenet,  surnamed  “The  Fair 
Maid  of  Kent/'  born  1328,  daughter  of 
Edmund  of  Woodstock,  Earl  of  Kent, 
sixth  son  of  Edward  I.  Jean  Froissart, 
the  celebrated  French  author,  contempor¬ 
ary  with  Joan,  who  spent  several  years 
in  England,  describes  Joan  as  “the  most 
beautiful  of  all  the  Kingdom,  and  the 
most  lovable.”  Married  Thomas  Holland 
who  thus  became  Earl  of  Kent.  He  died 
1360.  After  his  death  Joan  married 
Edward  the  Black  Prince,  by  whom  she 
was  the  mother  of  Richard  II. 

(15)  Thomas  Holland,  (1350-1397)  Earl  of 
Kent,  son  of  Thomas  Holland  and  Joan 
Plantagenet. 

(16)  Lady  Alinor  PIolland,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Holland,  married  Edward  Charl¬ 
ton,  Lord  Powys,  K.  G. 
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(17)  Lady  Charlton,  daughter  of  Edward 

Charlton,  Lord  Powys,  K.  G.,  and  Lady 
Alinor  Holland,  married - Tiptoft. 

(18)  Joice  Tiptoft,  daughter  of -  Tip¬ 

toft  and  Lady  Charlton,  married  Sir 
Edmund  Sutton,  alias  Dudley,  seventh 
Baron  of  Dudley.  This  brings  the  line 
to  the  Barons  of  Dudley.

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DESCENT  FROM  EAHLMUND  OF  KENT 

(1)  Ealhmund,  King  in  Kent,  in  784. 

(2)  Ecgbert,  or  Ecgberht,  (died  839)  King 
of  the  West  Saxons,  succeeded  to  the 
throne  in  802.  He  was  the  son  of  Ealh¬ 
mund,  King  in  Kent,  and  was  the  first 
of  the  Saxon  Kings  of  England.  He 
reigned  thirty-seven  years,  and  was  fight¬ 
ing  the  Danes  or  some  of  the  English 
states  at  frequent  intervals.  Finally  the 
kingdoms  of  Mercia  and  Northumberland 
submitted  in  829,  and  Ecgbert  became 
King  of  all  England. 

(3)  Aethelwulf,  (died  858)  King  of  the 
West  Saxons,  succeeded  his  father  Ecg¬ 
berht  in  830.  England  was  divided  into 
several  kingdoms  at  this  time.  He  was 
chiefly  occupied  with  struggles  against 

.  the  Danes. 

(4)  Alfred  the  Great,  (848-900)  King  of 
England,  was  fourth  son  of  Aethelwulf 
and  his  first  wife  (Osburh).  He  seems 
to  have  been  an  infant  prodigy.  He  had 
innumerable  battles  with  the  Danes  and 
finally  inflicted  a  crushing  defeat  on 
them  in  878.  He  was  a  great  military 
organizer  and  saved  the  country  from  being 
overrun  by  the  northmen.  Of  him  it 
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has  been  said,  “Alike  for  what  he  did  and 
for  what  he  was,  there  is  none  to  equal 
Alfred  in  the  whole  line  of  English 
sovereigns;  and  no  monarch  in  history 
ever  deserved  more  truly  the  epithet  of 
Great/’ 

(5)  Edward  the  Elder,  (died  924)  King  of 
the  Angles  and  Saxons,  was  second  son  of 
Alfred  the  Great.  During  his  father’s 
reign  he  took  an  active  part  against  the 
Danes.  Ele  succeeded  his  father  in  899. 
He  was  married  three  times,  the  third 
wife  being  Eadgifu. 

(6)  Edmund  I,  the  Magnificent,  King  of 
the  English,  (died  946)  son  of  Edward 
the  Elder  and  Eadgifu.  He  succeeded 
to  the  throne  in  940.  He  married  first 
Aelfgifu,  the  mother  of  Edgar,  and  second, 
Aethelflaed.  Edmund  was  assassinated 
in  946. 

(7)  Edgar  (Eadgar),  King  of  the  English, 
(944-975)  was  the  younger  son  of  Edmund 
the  Magnificent  and  Aelfgifu.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Aelfthryth,  daughter  of  Earl  Ordgar. 
He  instituted  many  reforms,  particularly 
in  ecclesiastical  affairs.  He  was  King  of 
England  north  of  the  Thames,  his  brother 
Eadwig  ruling  in  the  south.  On  the 
death  of  Eadwig  in  959  Edgar  became 
King  of  all  England. 
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(8)  Aethelred  II  (or  Ethelred),  968-1016) 
King  of  the  English,  surnamed  “The 
Unready,”  i.  e.y  without  rede  or  counsel, 
son  of  King  Edgar  by  his  second  wife, 
Aelfthryth,  was  born  about  968  and 
succeeded  his  brother  Edward  (the  Mar¬ 
tyr)  in  979.  His  reign  was  rather  a 
disgraceful  one,  as  he  sought  peace  with 
the  Danes  by  bribery  many  times.  He 
married  Emma,  or  Aelfgifu,  daughter  of 
Richard  I,  the  Fearless,  duke  of  the 
Normans.  After  Aethelred’s  death  in 
1016  she  married  Canute. 

(9)  Edmund,  (980-1016)  called  “Ironside,” 
King  of  the  English  and  last  of  the  Saxon 
Kings,  son  of  Aetheldred  II  and  his 
wife  Aelfgifu.  When  Canute  invaded 
England,  Edmund  did  not  have  a  united 
support  of  the  people  and  after  numerous 
conflicts  with  Canute  finally  made  a 
truce  and  divided  the  kingdom,  Canute 
taking  the  north  and  Edmund  the  south, 
with  the  understanding  that  the  sur¬ 
vivor  should  have  the  entire  kingdom. 
After  his  death  Canute  became  King  of 
England. 

(10)  Edward,  son  of  Edmund  Ironside.  After 
the  death  of  Edward  his  widow  and 
children  fled  from  England  and  sought 
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the  protection  of  the  Scottish  King.  The 
marriage  of  his  daughter  Margaret  to 
Malcolm  III,  King  of  Scotland,  soon 
followed. 

(u)  St.  Margaret,  (1045-1093)  daughter  of 
Prince  Edward,  son  of  Edmund  Ironside, 
married  Malcolm  III  of  Scotland.  Their 
daughter  Matilda  married  Henry  I,  and 
their  daughter  Matilda  married  Geoffrey 
Plantagenet.  The  son  of  Geoffrey  and 
Matilda  became  Henry  II,  King  of  Eng¬ 
land,  thus  uniting  the  Saxon  and  Norman 
lines.  (See  Henry  I,  Page  86.)

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THE  HUBBARD  FAMILY 

(From  One  Thousand  Years  of  Hubbard  History ) 

During  the  reign  of  Ethelwulf,  who  ruled 
over  Wessex,  consisting  of  Kent,  Essex  and 
Surrey,  from  the  year  839,  the  Norseman 
Sea-King,  Ragnar  Lodbrog,  and  his  two  sons, 
Hingua  and  Hubba,  ravaged  parts  of  England 
and  France.  Planning  another  invasion  of 
England,  his  fleet  was  wrecked  on  the  coast  of 
Northumbria,  and  Ragnar  was  captured  by  the 
Northumbrians,  and,  following  the  pleasant 
custom  of  the  times,  was  condemned  to  death, 
and  was  thrown  into  a  pit  swarming  with 
serpents.  His  sons  Hingua  and  Hubba  swore 
a  mighty  oath  to  avenge  him,  and  in  the  fall 
of  866,  with  an  immense  fleet  and  20,000 
warriors,  they  landed  on  the  coast  of  Kent. 
During  867  they  ravaged  the  country  and 
seized  York.  In  a  desperate  battle  with  the 
Northumbrians  the  latter  were  routed  and  the 
chiefs  taken  prisoner  and  put  to  the  torture. 
1  hus  Hingua  and  Hubba  avenged  Ragnar. 
This  victory  gave  the  Norsemen  undisputed 
possession  of  all  the  country  south  of  the 
Tyne  and  north  of  Nottingham.  They  plundered 
and  pillaged  generally,  and  destroyed  numerous 
monasteries  and  church  properties.  The  King 
of  Mercia,  St.  Edmund,  was  captured  and 
killed.  In  churches  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk 
there  are  pictures  depicting  St.  Edmund 
pierced  with  arrows. 
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In  878,  Hingua  and  Hubba,  with  a  fleet  of 
twenty-three  ships,  ravaged  the  coasts  of  Deme- 
tia,  or  South  Wales,  and  Hubba,  crossing  to  the 
northern  coast  of  Devonshire,  landed  in  the 
vicinity  of  Apledore.  Here  he  was  met  by 
Odun,  the  Saxon  leader,  who  attacked  with 
great  ferocity,  and  penetrating  into  Hubba’s 
camp,  slew  him  with  1200  of  his  followers. 
After  this  battle  a  truce  was  made,  and  the 
Danes  and  English  agreed  to  live  together  in 
peace.  The  descendants  of  Hubba  spread 
throughout  Britain  and  Wales,  and  from  them 
have  descended  all  the  Hubbards. 
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WILLIAM  HUBBARD 

(first  generation) 

William  Hubbard,1  born  in  Ipswich,  Suffolk, 
England,  in  1594,  and  graduated  at  Cam¬ 
bridge  University  in  1620.  He  sailed 
from  London  on  the  ship  Defence  in  1635, 
and  landed  in  Boston,  October  6,  1635. 
He  was  accompanied  by  Judith,  his  second 
wife,  who  was  the  daughter  of  John  and 
Martha  (Blosse)  Knapp,  of  Ipswich,  Eng¬ 
land,  and  six  children  by  a  former  wife 
whose  name  is  unknown.  He  was  undoubt¬ 
edly  a  gentleman  of  easy  circumstances 
and  much  landed  estate  in  England,  and 
left  there  on  account  of  religious  restrictions. 
He  bought  land  of  Thomas  Dudley,  Esq., 
to  whom  it  had  been  granted  in  October 
of  the  same  year.  Mr.  Dudley  had  erected 
a  house  upon  it.  This  parcel  consisted  of 
nine  acres  “lyinge  betweene  Goodman  Cross 
on  the  West  and  a  lott  intended  to  Mr. 
Bradstreet  on  the  East.”  Another  parcel 
he  purchased  consisted  of  “twentie  five 
acres  late  Goodman  Mussey’s,  lyinge  be¬ 
tween  John  Shotswell  and  a  lott  late 
Goodman  Cross’s,  now  Mr.  Saltonstall’s; 
also  a  ten  acre  lott  in  the  Reedy  Marsh; 
also  100  acres  of  Meaddow  and  100  acres 
of  upland  at  the  farr  meaddow  where  he 
would  choose  it.”  He  acquired  considerable 
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more  land  later.  Some  of  it  was  on  Plum 
Island,  Hog  Island,  and  Castle  Neck. 
Among  “Old  Norfolk  County  Deeds”  is 
the  following  instrument  recorded:  “May 
22,  1657,  William  Hubbard,  Sen’r,  of  Ips¬ 
wich,  New  England,  in  ye  County  of  Essex, 
gent.,  and  Judith  his  wife,  to  Captain 
Thomas  Wiggin  of  Quamscooke,  in  New 
England,  for  consideration  of  £60  quit¬ 
claim  1000  acres  of  land,  more  or  less, 
consisting  of  all  yt  their  pcell  &  pcells  of 
land  granted  them  by  a  genl  Court  held 
at  Boston  on  ye  fourteenth  day  of  October 
in  ye  yeare  of  our  Lord  1656,  containing 
of  estimacon  1000  acres  of  land,  be  the 
same  more  or  less;”  also  890  acres  “situate, 
lying  and  being  uppon  the  north  side  of 
Quocheche  River,  about  eight  or  nine 
miles  from  the  Mills,  the  nuber  of  eight 
hundred  &  ninety  Acres  in  a  pine  swamp;” 
also  no  acres  “on  both  sides  of  the  same 
river,  about  three  or  four  miles  above  the 
mills.”  (Signed)  “William  Hubbard,  Judith 
Hubbard.”  Acknowledged  May  22,  1657. 
The  890  acres  laid  in  Whitehall  Swamp  in 
what  is  now  Rochester,  N.  H.,  and  the 
no  acres  in  Dover,  N.  H.,  which  that  town 
granted  to  him  prior  to  this  date. 

He  was  the  founder  and  principal 
benefactor  of  the  Ipswich  Grammar  School 
in  1636,  and  gave  one  acre  for  its  site. 
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(The  Cogswell  School  House  now  stands 
on  that  acre.)  He  was  made  freeman 
May  2,  1638,  and  was  Deputy  to  the 
General  Court  for  six  years,  between  1638 
and  1646,  and  was  commissioned  in  1651 
bv  the  General  Court  to  “marry  people,” 
not  then  a  clergyman’s  prerogative.  “Mr. 
Hubbert”  was  commissioner  ol  Salem  Court, 
1654-56;  Justice  of  the  Quarterly  Court 
in  16^8;  and  “assistant”  in  1659.  In 
1656  “for  land  granted  him  in  1652  and 
for  £50  paid  by  him  in  England  for  the 
country,  he  has  a  grant  of  1000.”  In  1659 
he  was  on  a  committee  of  complaints 
“that  the  ministers  suffer  lor  want  of 
support.”  He  removed  to  Boston  in  1652, 
and  was  considered  generally  to  be  a  man 
of  much  ability  and  learning. 

He  died  in  Boston  between  June  8  and 
August  19,  1670.  His  will  mentions  sons 
William,  Nathaniel  and  Richard,  (but  not 
John,  who  must  have  died  previously)  and 
was  probated  August  19,  1670.  It  devised 
a  considerable  portion  to  his  son  Rev. 
William,  his  then  eldest  son,  according  to 
the  English  law  of  primogeniture.  It 
consisted  of  houses,  buildings,  and  lands 
in  Tendring  Hundred,  which  is  in  Essex 
County  on  the  south  side  of  the  river 
Stour,  separating  Essex  from  Suflolk 
County.  The  language  of  his  will  is: 
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“My  eldest  son,  William  Hubbard,  shall 
enjoy  all  my  lands  in  Old  England,  situated 
in  Tendring,  both  free  and  Coppvhold, 
with  all  other  houses,  buildings,  and  appur¬ 
tenances  thereunto  belonging;”  also  houses 
and  land  at  Ipswich  “together  with  a  parcel 
of  meadow,,  six  acres  more  or  less,  adjoining 
to  ye  land  of  Corporall  Whipple,  Cornett 
Whipple,  and  Serjeant  Jecob,  purchased 
of  my  cozen  John  Brown;”  also  another 
tract  of  300  acres.  Some  of  this  land  in 
Essex  County,  England,  may  have  included 
the  “Maner  of  Bovills,  Little  Clacton 
(Devill  or  Dovell),”  which  was  owned  by 
a  William  Hubbard  since  1552;  then  it 
was  the  property  of  “William  Cardwall, 
gent.”  This  William  Hubbard  may  have 
been  the  ancestor  of  William  Hubbard  of 
Ipswich.

An 
inventory  of  his  estate  totaled  the 
sum  of  £1,457  5s 3  a  large  amount 
in  those  times.  This  record  of  his 
death  appears:  “Goeing  to  ly  on’s 
Bed  after  diner  was  there  found  dead, 
by  his  daughter  accidently  goeing  in 
thether.” 
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RICHARD  HUBBARD 

(second  generation) 

Richard  Hubbard *,  (William1)  born  1631  in 
Ipswich,  Eng.,  came  with  his  parents  on  the 
Defence  1634;  received  degree  of  B.  A.  at 
Harvard,  August  9,  1653,  and  M.  A.  1655. 
Married  Sarah  Bradstreet,  daughter  of 
Gov.  Simon  and  Anne  Dudley  Bradstreet, 
1658.  Was  deputy  to  the  General  Court 
in  1660.  Died  May  3,  1681.

WILLIAM  DUDLEY 
(first  generation) 

William  Dudleys  born  at  Richmond,  formerly 
Sheen, in  Surrey,  England,  came  to  Guilford, 
Conn.,  from  the  town  of  Guilford,  some 
thirty  miles  south-east  from  London.  He 
was  married  to  Jane  Lutman,  August  24, 
1636,  at  Ocklev  in  Surrey,  and  came  to 
New  England  in  1639.  They  were  a 
part  ot  the  Eaton  &  Hopkins  expedition, 
and  were  accompanied  by  their  rector, 
Rev.  Henry  Whitfield.  They  established 
their  home  on  what  is  now  Fair  street, 
Guilford.  Mr.  Dudley  was  a  Representa¬ 
tive  to  the  General  Court  for  Guilford, 
and  held  other  offices. 

He  was  a  farmer,  and  the  owner  of 
considerable  property,  as  appears  by  his 
will  dated  December  22,  1676.  He  died  at 
Guilford,  March  16,  1683,  and  Jane  Lutman 
Dudley  died  there  May  1,  1674.

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BRAINERD  HISTORY 

The  Brainerds  or  Brainards  are  supposed 
to  be  descended  from  Ralph  Baignard,  a  favorite 
lieutenant  of  William  the  Conqueror.  By  the 
latter’s  order  he  built  Baynard’s  castle,  the 
western  bastion  of  the  defences  of  London, 
corresponding  to  the  tower  at  the  eastern 
corner,  a  small  part  of  the  wall  of  which  is 
still  standing  near  Blackfriars  Bridge.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  ‘‘Domesday  Book”  he  received  some 
sixty  of  the  captured  Saxon’s  fiefs,  the  greater 
part  being  in  Essex  county.  His  arms  were 
“sable,  a  fesse  between  two  chevrons,  or.” 
It  h  as  not  been  possible  to  establish  an  unbroken 
line  from  Ralph  Baignard  to  Daniel  Brainerd, 
but  it  is  supposed  by  some  genealogists  that 
the  English  Brainerds  all  originated  with  this 
Ralph  Baignard. 

Other  genealogists  claim  the  origin  of  the 
name  from  either  the  town  of  Braintree  or 
Brentwood,  England.  These  names  could  easily 
be  corrupted  to  one  of  the  numerous  spellings  oi 
Brainerd,  the  name  being  found  in  English 
records  spelled  in  various  ways,  such  as  Bray- 
nard,  Braynwood,  Branwood,  Braynhod,  Bray- 
wod,  and  in  many  other  ways. 

Lucy  Abigail  Brainard,  the  historian  of  the 
family,  gives  several  theories  as  to  the  origin  of 
the  name,  but  ventures  no  personal  opinion. 
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DANIEL  BRAINERD 
(first  generation) 

Daniel  Brainerd,1  born  in  Braintree,  Essex 
County,  England,  about  1641.  He  was 
brought  to  this  country  when  about  eight 
years  old,  and  lived  with  the  Wadsworth 
family  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  remaining  there 
until  1662,  when,  with  twenty-seven  others, 
he  took  up  land  in  what  is  now  Haddam, 
then  an  unbroken  wilderness.  This  com¬ 
pany  bought  from  the  Indians,  May  20, 
1662,  for  thirty  coats,  worth  perhaps 
$100.00,  this  tract  which  embraced  the 
land  which  is  now  the  town  of  Haddam. 
About  1663  he  married  Hannah  Spencer, 
born  about  1641,  at  Lynn,  Mass.,  daughter 
of  Gerrard  and  Hannah  Spencer  of  Lynn, 
and  formerly  of  Newtown  or  Cambridge. 
She  died  about  1691.  He  married,  second, 
March  30,  1693,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  (Wakeman) 
Arnold,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth 
Wakeman.  Daniel  Brainerd  held  many 
public  offices.  He  was  elected  commis¬ 
sioner  by  the  General  Court  in  Hartford, 
in  1669.  He  was  a  deacon  of  the  Congre¬ 
gational  Church.  He  died  April  1,  1715, 
aged  74  years,  and  is  buried  in  the  ancient 
burying  ground  in  Haddam,  a  few  rods 
east  of  the  court  house.  There  is  a  head¬ 
stone  standing  bearing  this  inscription: 
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HERE 

LYETH  THE 
BODY  OF  DEACON 

DANIEL  BRAINERD 

AGED  74  YEARS 
WHO  DIED  APRIL  I 
1715 

Hannah  Spencer  was  a  descendant  of 
Michael  and  Elizabeth  Spencer,  who  were 
residents  of  Stratford,  Eng.,  in  the  middle 
of  the  sixteenth  century.  Their  son,  Jared 
Spencer,  was  baptized  in  Stratford  May 
20,  1576.  He  came  with  his  wife  Alice 
and  five  sons  to  New  England  in  1632, 
locating  at  Cambridge.  One  of  the  sons, 
John,  returned  to  England.  Two,  Thomas 
and  William,  joined  the  Hooker  colony 
and  went  to  Elartford  in  1635.  One 
(probably)  remained  in  Cambridge,  and 
the  youngest,  Garrard  (Jared)  went  first 
to  Lynn,  where  in  1638  he  was  granted  a 
franchise  to  operate  a  ferry.  In  1660  he 
removed  to  Hartford,  Conn.,  and  in  1662 
became  a  member  of  the  company  of 
twenty-eight  which  founded  Haddam. 
While  living  at  Hartford  Simon  Lobdell 
brought  suit  against  him  and  his  daughter 
Hannah  for  damages  because  she  refused 
to  marry  him,  after  promising  to  do  so. 
Evidently  she  changed  her  mind  after 
meeting  Daniel  Brainerd.

Surrey,  England,  and  came  with  their 
pastor,  Rev.  Henry  Whitefield,  in  1639, 
to  Guilford,  Conn.,  where  she  died  May  1, 
1674.

Mil¬ 
lington  was  settled  in  1704,  at  which  time 
Joshua  removed  there.  He  held  various 
town  offices,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
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May  13,  1755,  in  his  83rd  year,  held  the

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HARVARD  UNIVERSITY 

It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  two  of  the 
ancestors  of  John  Russell  Haynes  were  promi¬ 
nently  connected  with  the  establishment  of 
Harvard,  the  oldest  and  most  famous  of  our 
American  universities.  Both  Thomas  Dudley, 
then  Deputy  Governor  of  the  Massachusetts 
colony,  and  Rev.  John  Cotton,  were  members  of 
the  committee  of  twelve  appointed  by  the 
General  Court  to  take  action  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  school,  which  has  since  developed 
into  Harvard  University.  Thomas  Dudley’s 
home,  and  that  of  Simon  Bradstreet,  his  son- 
in-law,  were  very  near  where  the  school  building 
was  erected.  Two  generations  of  Rev.  John 
Cottons,  son  and  grandson  of  the  Rev.  John, 
graduated  from  this  new  school.  Extracts  from 
a  History  of  Harvard  College ,  and  from  the 
Harvard  Bulletin ,  are  given  below: 


(Extract  from  ‘V/  History  of  Harvard  University"  from 
i6y6  to  Period  of  American  Revolution ,  by  Benjamin 
Pierce.  Brown,  Shattuck  &  Co.,  1833.) 

In  the  autumn  of  1636,  only  six  years  from  the  first 
settlement  of  Boston,  the  General  Court  voted  400 
pounds,  equal  to  a  year’s  rate  of  the  whole  colony, 
towards  the  erection  of  a  public  “schoale  or  colledge:” 
Of  which  200  pounds  was  to  be  paid  the  next  year  and 
200  pounds  when  the  work  was  finished.  An  order  was 
passed  the  year  following,  that  the  college  should  be  at 


. 
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Newtown,  “a  place  very  pleasant  and  accommodate,” 
and  “then  under  the  orthodox  and  soul-flourishing 
ministry  of  Mr.  Thomas  Shepheard;”  and  a  most 
respectable  committee  of  twelve  of  the  principal  magis¬ 
trates  and  ministers  of  the  colony,  namely,  Governor 
Winthrop,  Deputy-Governor  Dudley,  Mr.  Bellingham, 
Mr.  Humphrey,  Mr.  Herlochden,  Mr.  Cotton,*  Mr. 
Stoughton,  Mr.  Wilson,  Mr.  Davenport,  Mr.  Wells, 
Mr.  Shepherd,  Mr.  Peters,  was  appointed  to  carry  it 
into  effect.  In  May,  1638,  the  name  of  Newtown  was 
changed  for  that  of  Cambridge,  from  the  place  in  the 
parent  country,  where  many  of  the  principal  men  of 
the  colony  had  received  their  education,  and  in  March, 
1639,  it  was  ordered  that  the  College  should  be  called 
Harvard  College,  in  honor  of  its  great  benefactor,  the 
Rev.  John  Harvard.

The  most  elaborate  of  the  gates  of  Harvard 
Yard  is  a  memorial  to  Governor  Dudley.  This 
gate  is  beside  the  President’s  house  and  opposite 
the  Harvard  Union,  the  social  center  of  the 
University.  It  was  built  in  1915  from  a  bequest 
of  Caroline  Phelps  Stokes,  a  descendant  of 
Dudlev.  At  one  side  there  is  a  brick  clock- 
tower,  on  which  there  is  a  bas-relief  of  Dudley, 
with  the  quotation  from  him, 


“EVERY  MAN  OUGHT  TO  SERVE  GOD  IN  SUCH 
A  WAY  WHERETO  HE  HATH  BEST  FITTED  HIM 
BY  NATURE  EDUCATION  OR  GIFTS  OR  BY 
GRACES  ACQUIRED.” 


On  either  side  of  the  gate  are  stone  seats, 
with  the  following  inscription:

The  coats  of  arms  and  crests  shown  in  this 
volume  are  all  well  authenticated*  According 
to  America  IIeraldica>  only  lineal  descendants 
of  those  to  whom  arms  and  crests  were  granted 
are  entitled  to  use  them.  It  states,  however, 
that  the  use  of  a  design  by  an  early  colonist  of 
character  is  considered  good  evidence  of  his 
right  to  such  use.  All  the  arms  and  crests  shown 
were  used  by  the  early  colonists,  ancestors  of 
John  Russell  Haynes,  and  may  be  accepted  by 
the  descendants  of  those  colonists  as  correct. 

An  explanation  may  help  those  not  familiar 
with  Heraldic  language.  In  a  black  and  white 
illustration  the  colors  are  represented  by  the 
character  of  the  drawing.  In  small  sketches  the 
rule  cannot  always  be  followed  closely.  Black 
is  frequently  a  solid  color  and  other  depar¬ 
tures  from  the  strictly  correct  drawing  are 
sometimes  necessary  for  lack  of  space. 

Or  (gold)  —  represented  by  dots. 

Argent  (silver)  — plain  white. 

Azure  (blue)  —  horizontal  lines. 

Gules  (red)  — perpendicular  lines. 

Vert  (green)  diagonal  lines  running  from  upper  left 
to  lower  right. 

Sable  (black) — cross  lines  horizontal  and  perpen¬ 
dicular. 

Porpure  (purple)  —  diagonal  lines  from  upper  right 
to  lower  left.
